"Were woman's looks 
"And folly's nil they're taught me." 


Tom .Moore. 


The author of my text confesses 


himself a weakling. In the first place 
he should be ashamed of himself for 
confining his muling to one class of 
books. 
In the second place, if from 


aii.vlugititnatecau.se he was necessar- 
ily restricted in the circle of his rend- 
ing, lie should have known better 
than to have selected nature's light- 
est literature. The universe is full of 
depths into which the searcher for 
knowledge may safely plunge, with 
the assurance of bringing up treasure, 
and if he chooses instead to dive into 
the shallows, lie ought not to com- 
plain if he comes up empty handed 
and with (lie very natural conviction 
that "folly's all they've taught me." 


A subject and especially a text like 


this might not be strictly appropri- 
ate for a real minister. Hut if your 
memory runs so far back as the in- 
augural of this lay administration, 
you will remember that jurisdiction 
was then claimed over all subjects 
which might interest or affect man- 
kind. This is one of tlie subjects. 


The experience of tho poet who 


wrote the words of the text miisl 
have been a sad one. 
lie was a man 


both wise anil witty. 
He; was a 


scholar and a patriot. He was al- 
most inspired. Although lie never 
visited tho Land of th<! Kast he des- 
cribed the scenery, the customs, the 
language, the loves and the (lowers 
of the Orient in such true and vivid 
words that they were recognized by 
those whose: eyes had beheld what 
his hud not. He wrote many songs 
of love and home atul native land, 
which were sung wherever the lan- 
guage was spoken, until old Krin 
half believed herself free from heredi- 
tary bondage. But with all hishrill- 
iaucy and genius he confesses failure. 
Solomon of old, after draining to 
their dregs The cups of power, wealth 
and pleasure, exclaimed ''all is van- 
ity." Tom Moore, afteruiiKiirpassed 
social and literary triumphs, wrote 
"folly'sall they've taught me." They 
both lied. When Solomon said "all 
is vanity" he know belter. 
He was 


then simply a worn out debauchee, 
fall 01 compound chronic ailments. 
Of course everything appeared 
as 


vanity lo him. Hut for others whose 
vitals are in their normal condition 
the sun shines, flowers bloom and 
women smile thosa muasever. When 
Tom Moore wrote that from the 
reading of woman's looks he had 
learned onl.v folly, he showed that lie 
could not even read himself. The 
trouble with him was that, while he 
had really leiirried all of good, true 
and heavenly that could bo learned 
from those beautiful pages, lie had 
assimilated and given permanence to 
that only which was folly. 


Young men, if you lire to keep your 


hearts ami heads level you must get: 
at the true inwardness of what may 
be called the theology of nature. 
H.v 


tbat I do riot mean anything which 
is not strictly orthodox. There is a 
streak of theology in everything. 
This comes from the fact that every- 
thing sentient has its moral influence, 
and theology, in its real essence, is 
only spiritualized morality. 
There- 


fore, whatever you study, let your 
perusal anil investigation lie such as 
will develop the moral side of your 
nuture. There are other things in 
life just as inevitable as death and 
taxes.

It is easily 
conceivabi that woman's looks-may 
tench onl.v folly. Many good men 
consider tl it the natural tendency. 
( am incline, i to that opinion myself. 
There is sta.ncthing in woman's m\t- ( 
lire that ens.ly develops into schemes' 
and fruits o'f folly. That something 
is called thq spirit of coquetry. It is 
an indigenous plant. 
It docs not nl-, 


ways spring up. It often starts and i

The French make many de- 
licious compotes of apples. The differ- 
ence between a compote and a pre- 
serve should be caiefully .noted. A 
compote is a preparation of fruit put 
up for immediate use, as we put up 
cranberries or stow apples; a preserve 
is a preparation of fruit intended to be 
used at some distant time, and may 
usually be kept a twelve-month or 
longer. 
Apple preserves are an ab- 


surdity, as apples are found in market 
all the year round, except in the be-

Do not ipeel Ihc apples, 
but cut them into quarters, leaving the 
corn in, but removing any wormy 
specks. Partially decayed applcn are 
unfit for the purpose. Pour a pint of 
cold water over them and slice in half 
a lemon. Put them in a porcelain- 
lined kettle to boil. Let them cook for 
Iwenty minutes, and then drain them 
through a fine sieve or a coarse cloth.

Among the Malays football has been 


existence from time immemorial, 


but it is with them essentially a game, 
as, for instance, baltledoor and shuttle- 
cock is with us, and it is not a contest. 
The football is rather smaller than that 
used at Kton, and is made of wicker 
work. 
Those who join in the g:i me ar- 


range Ihemselves in a wide circle and 
kick the ball from one to another with 
the inside, or at times with the flat of 
the foot. The object of the pliers is 
to keep the ball passing about without 
its ever touching the ground or the 
hand of anyone. Great dexterity is 
shown in this performance, a.id the 
ball is usually kicked to a vefy re- 
spectable height. There .seemsi to l)e 
no penalty to be exacted from a player 
who may kick the ball badly or fail to 
kick it at all. 


We )i:id ottr own game of football, 


and tho Dutchmen, assisted by two 
members of our team, scored two goals 
to our four. 
During- the game the na- 


tives collected instill greater numbers, 
and at its termination they lagged us 
to allow them to have a game among 
themselves. To this we assented, and 
two of us acted as captai ns of the sides, 
numbering about thirty players apiece, 
most of them stripped to the "sarong," 
and wrapped it around their Joins, 
leaving the rest of their bodies bure. 


The ball was started, and then fol- 


lowed one of the most extraordinary 
games at footbi-U that has ever lieen 
een.

Their Sfonej Turnrtl Out to I5e a Total 


Nearly every ex-confederate 
pre-, 


serves some scrap of confederate paper 
.money as a'memepto of the civil war, 
and most of them have 'stories to tell 
of the absurd shiftn they were driven 
to in purchx->i»g the necessaries of life 
with a depreciated currency. 
Confed- 


erate money was never worth its face 
value, and by the spring of 1804 it ex- 
changed in Richmond with United 
States coin at twenly-five for one. A 
banished norlherner who found him- 
self in Richmond at that time paid 
twenty-five dollars a day at a moderate 
ly good hotel. He lived to see confed- 
erate money exchange with United 
.States coin at forty and fifty to one 
during the siego of Petersburg, &nd, 
finally, upon the retreat, a few days 
before Lee's surrender, he found, in a 
bit of woodland, a great pile of the 
worthless stufl neatly laid out on the 
ground and held down with a stone. 
Some disgusted confederate had left it 
there and there was m>lx>uy to pick it 
up. 


While Petersburg was under siege 


the price in confederate money for any- 
thing not issued to the army in the 
quartermaster's department was ab- 
surd. A pair of boots cost two hun- 
dred dollars. Tin plates were from ten 
to 
twenty dollars each. 
Whisky, 


doubtless made tax free ia the raonn- 
tains of Virginia, brought twenty-fire 
dollars a quart. Tobacco, corn meal 
and sorghum were about the only 
things issued as rations toward the last. 
Meat was at a fabulous price. A few 
lucky officers had Christmas turkeys, 
not bought with confederate money, 
bnt presents from friends in Peters- 
burg. 
If any man got hold of United 


States coin he either hoarded it or ex- 
changed it for confederate notes. No 
man paid it out for merchandise. Even 
the depreciated paper currency of the 
United Stales was vastly more valuable 
than the mean looking and despised 
confederate currency, '.: state of affairs 
eloquently prophetic of the end.—N. V. 
Sun.

The eastern band of Chcroke«« mm 


an interesting race, of people. The 
Western North Carolina railway passes 
within ten miles of their reservation, 
IJryson City being the nearest railway 
station. The chief Cherokee town is 
known in English as Yellow Hill. It 
is a rambling place, through which 
pushes a bold mountain stream, the 
Ocoua 
Lufty. The 
ludian houses 


are 
nearly 
all 
alike in design. 


They are built of logs, well fitted, 
with a porch on one sid«. They are 
built to stand the cold, which is great 
there sometimes. So high is the alti- 
tude and so encircled by mountains is 
the reservation that there is no hot 
weather. 


The Indians are mainly engaged in 


farming, but do not do an extensive 
business in this direction, though they 
raise plenty of food. The present nuui- 
ber of the eastern band is about one 
thousand and six hundred, and it is 
certain that they are increasing. The 
healthfulness of that region is remark- 
able, and many of the Cherokecs reach 
a great age. The oldest inhabitant is 
"Uig Witch," who asserts that his age 
is one hundred and fifteen years. A 
recent visitor who talked with this ven- 
erable Indian on a Sunday found him 
making moccjtiins out of the skin of a 
ground hog. 


The Cherokees vote and are on the 


same footing as other citizens of the 
state. During the late war their chief 
was a strong believer in the confeder- 
ate states and a fine battalion or legion 
was raised. This was commanded by 
Col. Thomas, who years later died in 
aii insane asylum, and it did effective 
service, being known as the "Thomas 
Legion." Earnest efforts are being 
made to educate these Indians. Those 
educated are very intelligent, speak 
Knglish well, and are fond of white 
people and do tht«» favors. Many of 
the Cherokees, however, do not speak 
English at all and arfe ws wild in ap- 
pearance as Indians of tV; far west.— 
Chicago Tribune.

ORIGIN OF THE LIBERTY CAP. 


A Itandof Imllann Wliix* Ilnme H In the 


Old North Slate. 


One of the most interesting places in 


North Carolina, and yet one of the least 
known, even by the people of the old 
North State, is the reservation of 
vrhat is termed the "Eastern band" of 
the Cherokee nation. Tho history of 
the reservation is a strange .one. When 
the Indians in North Carolina were TC- 
moved by the government to the In- 
dian territory, by far the greater part 
of the Cherokees left their old home 
forever. I!ut a strong band retained 
land in three of the western counties, 
in what was then almost a wilderness. 
A great tract of land was set apart as 
a reservation by the state, and vol- 
nminons laws governing these Chero- 
kee lands were enacted. 


For three score years or more these 


"Cherokee land laws" formed a large 
part of t!ie various codes, et«., and only 
recently have been dropped from tins 
pages of soch publications. They form 
curious reading in their effort to mix 
American law with Indian ideas, cus- 
toms, and rule* as to land tennre. Orig- 
inally the tract of land held by the 
Cherokees was far larger than at pres- 
ent. It now comprises seventy-three 
thousand aures and some of it is the 
Trry best land in western North Caro- 
lina. It is mainly in Swain and Jack- 
son counties right among the moun- 
tains, and the entire country east of 
the MisMsaippi does not contain a more 
pictnreftqnely beantifnl region or one 
better suited to Indian tuste and re- 
quirement*, with itscold, clear streams, 
fall of fish, it* mountains, well wooded 
and abounding in ^ame, Aud ita com- 
parative remoteness from the beaten 
track of whita people.
